Splendid Amary llis Owned By 
Dr. Frank Leni« :. 


HAS 5 6 PERFECT BLOOMS. 


Four Years Old, Started from a Single 
Bulb, and This Year Produced 
12 Bloom Stems. 


Dr. 
Frank 
Lenig, 
Fourteenth 
and Osage streets, has what is per­ 
haps one of the finest specimens of 
A m ary llis in Sedalia. 
The plant 
is n ow more than four y ears ©Id, 
and has been blooming 
annually 
for the past three y ears. 
The amary llis is a genus of bulb­ 
ous-rooted plants, of the natural 
order of Amary llideae, 
hav ing 
a 
single six -partite parianth. 
The bulb ow ned by Dr. Lenig 
^ent up a single bloom-spike 
the 
first y ear it bloomed, four blossoms 
appearing. 
This y ear, in addition 
to the three spikes sent up by the 
main bulb, it has formed nine other 
bulbs, each w ith a bloom stem. 
Som e of the stems hav e borne 
fiv e blooms, and 
one, 
from the 
center of the parent bulb, had fiv e 
perfect blossoms and a rudimentary 
blossom, which 
has not y et ap­ 
proached maturity , and may not. 
C ounting this rudimentary bloom 
and 
the 
perfect 
buds 
not 
y et 
blow n, the plant has had fifty -six 
blooms. 
N o n e of the stems had 
less than four. 
T h e 
blossom 
is 
shaped some­ 
thing like 
the 
Easter 
lily , 
but 
larger, 
more 
sy mmetrical 
and 
deeper throated. 
It is red, with 
a w hite marking down the interior 
central rib of each petal. 
In size, 
it is about six inches in length and 
from four to fiv e inches from the 
tip of one petal to another. 
Dr. L enig first planted the single 
small bulb in an old water pail. In 
the summer, when its sword-shap- 
ed, dark green leav es began to dry , 
he buried the pail to about half its 
depth in the open ground, protect­ 
ed from the direct ray s of the hot 
sun, and waited for nature to do 
her part. 
W h en the leav es had all 
died he took the plant into the 
house, kept it in a comfortable cor­ 
ner, and when the first green point 
appeared from the center of the 
bulb in J anuary , he transferred the 
bulb, with all its mass of matted 
roots, to a small tub, where it has 
bloomed itself and sent nine new 
bulbs w ith their ilower-laden stems 
to 
fill the 
air with the perfect 
beauty of their blooms 
and the 
sw eet incense of their rich per­ 
fume. 
The first bloom made its appear­ 
ance about the middle of March, 
and the doctor ex pects the last to 
fade about the middle of M ay , or 
it may last until the first of J une. 
H e has cut six teen perfect flowers 
from the plant, leav ing a blaze of 
red still 
am ong 
the 
long 
green 
leav es. 
The flower spike of the 
main bulb is about 
an 
inch 
in 
diameter in its largest part and 
nearly tw o feet tall. 
A s a matter of course he is quite 


proud of this splendid plant, and 
takes pleasure in show ing it to his 
friends. It is by all odds the hand­ 
somest floral specimen in his neigh­ 
borhood. 
Dr. Lenig was told at first that 
if he did not tear off the small 
bulbs appearing on the side of his 
bulb, he would hav e no bloom. H e 
replied that he would trust to na­ 
ture, and planted the bulb as he 
found it, utterly refusing to obey 
the suggestions made by the floral 
wise-acres, and unquestionably this 
has had much to do with produc­ 
ing this matchless growth.

No t Necessary to Go to Alaska to See 
Mo v in g Ice Masses. 


For some y ears 1 hav e been inter­ 
ested, say s a writer in Science, in 
the geography of a small section of 
the Rocky moun tains, which, until re- 
•/ 
S 
cently , was part of the Blackfeet res­ 
erv ation in northwestern Montana. 
This section lies for the most part 
east of the continental div ide and be­ 
tween the international boundary on 
the north and the Great Northern 
railroad on the south. The portion of 
it which I know best is included in 
the watershed of the St. Mary ’s*riv er 
and its tributaries. 
In 18 9 1 I took 
to the head of the St. Mary ’s riv er 
the first party that had ev er v isited it, 
so far as known, and in 18 9 5 accom­ 
panied to the same point the gov ern­ 
ment commission which 
afterward 
purchased from the Blackfeet Indi­ 
ans the rough mountain land which 
formed the western portion cl the 
reserv ation of that tribe. Before that 
I had made a sketch map of the re­ 
gion, which is the basis of all the 
maps of it that hav e been made or 
published. 
In 18 9 7 I made a hasty trip to the 
head of the riv er and climbed Mount 
J ackson, the highest peak in that re­ 
gion. 
Last J uly (18 9 8 ) 1 again went 
to the head of the riv er and climbed 
the 
Blackfoot mountain, 
another 
lofty peak, somewhat less accessible 
than Mount J ackson. 
On both trips* 
I was accompanied by my friend, J . 
B. Monroe. 
These last trips hav e enabled me 
definitely to- locate two points about 
whose relations I hav e nev er until 
now been quite certain. 
One is the 
Pumpelly glacier, discov ered by Prof. 
Raphael Pumpelly , who I believ e in 
18 8 3, with a small party which in­ 
cluded the late W. A. Stiles, crossed 
from the Flathead country to the 
plains by way of the Marias, or, as it 
is now called, the Cut Bank 
pass. 
This great mass of ice, which is seen 
by ev ery trav eler going through the 
Cut Bank pass, rises to the height of 
sev eral hundred feet abov e the face 
of a lofty cliff, ov er which portions of 
the glacier are constantly falling with 
tremendous reports, which are heard 
fora long distance. 
From the top of the 
Blackfoot 
mountain the whole country leading 
up to the Cut Bank pass can be seen, 
and immediately below it to 
the 
southeast lies the Pumpelly glacier, 
readily identified, not only by its po­ 
sition with relation to the v alley , but 
also by the peaks and rocks in its 
neighborhood. 
It thus appears that 
the Pumpelly glacier, as I hav e long 
supposed was the case, is part of the 
southern flow of the great 
ice-cap 
which, cov ers almost the whole of the 
Blackfoot mountain. 
The Blackfoot 
glacier, which stretche-s away in a 
northeasterly 
direction 
from 
the 
peak of the 
Blackfoot 
mountain, 
though perhaps v ary ing in 
ex tent 
somewhat with the season, was esti­ 
mated last J uly to be six or sev en 
miles long, and in some places be­ 
tween three and four miles 
wide. 
From the peak of 
the 
Blackfoot 
mountain the ice field flows also in 
a northerly direction, meeting 
an­ 
other which runs 
down 
between 
Mount Iv ainah and Mount J ackson, 
while from Mount J ackson a number 
of smaller glaciers flow down to tim­ 
ber line. 
A little to the west of south of the 
Blackfoot mountains, and ly ing in a 
great bend of Mud creek— tributary 
to the Flathead— which entirely cuts 
it off from the main range, lies'Mount 
J ames, one of the three highest peaks 
in this immediate 
section. 
Seen 
from the east, it is shaped like the 
square-faeed, peaked end of a hay ­ 
stack, and at a distance appears dif­ 
ficult or impossible of ascent. 
Its 
southern and western faces may be 
more practicable than those* on the 
north and east appear. 
From the 


top of the Blackfoot mountain the 
lev el shows Mount J ackson to be the 
highest of all these mountains, Mount 
J ames the nex t, while Blackfoot is 
the third. 
But the differences in 
height are slight. 
A few miles northwest of Mount 
J ackson and ly ing on> the west side of 
the range is a little basin named Av a­ 
lanche basin by L. B. Sperry , 
of 
Oberlin, O., and on the 
mountain 
ov erlooking this, Mr. Sperry tells us, 
arc ex tensiv e snowfields and a glacier. 
From the summit of Blackfoot moun­ 
tain it appears that this av alanche 
basin lies nearly south of 
Mount 
Piegan of my map, and southwest of 
Mount Rey nold.^. 
J understand that 
Mr. Sperry , who was, of course, un­ 
aware that the mountain had been 
earlier named, has 
called 
Mount 
Rey nolds Matterhorn, from the slen- 
dor— as seen from the southwest— 
finger of rock which forms its peak. 
Mount Rey nolds is in the continental 
div ide, although most of the recent 
maps wrongfully place it east of the 
div ide. 
If the lo catio n s o f the Pu mp elly 
glacier an d o f Av alan che basin, with 
regard to defin ite an d well-known 
p o in ts in the co n tin en tal div ide, are 
thu s established, the* matter is o n e of 
some in terest to stu den ts o f this 
scc- 
f the n o rthern 1 
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west sides of the ranges hav e net been, 
known between the head of 
Belly 
riv er and Cut Bank pass. 
Ly ing nearly to the south of Mount 
J ackson and between it 
and 
tli£ 
Blackfoot mountain is a deep basin, 
which is the head of Harrison creek, 
flowing down toward the 
Flathead 
lake. This basin, which I hav e called 
Pinchot’s basin, is occupied by a large 
glacier, which is fed by many smaller 
ones flowing down the steep sides of 
Mounts J ackson, Iv ainah and Black­ 
foot. 
What the ex tent of this gla­ 
cier may be I do not know, but ly ing 
in this deep basin and almost com­ 
pletely surrounded by high moun­ 
tains, the area of the mov ing ice must 
bo considerable.

BETTER CROP WEATHER. 


Misso uri Ag ricultura l Outlo o k Is Ta k 
ing o n Mo re Pro mising Aspect.

M a c o n , Mo., Apr il 1 9 .— When 
Mr s. Jesse Putnam, of Ar dmor e,

enveloped in flames, and his little 
br other s and sister s wer e gazing in 
hor r or at the sight.

The United States w^eather cr op 
ser vice, Missour i section, issued the 
following bulletin at Columbia las 
after noon : 
The 
weather 
dur ing the past 
week has been exceptionally favor ­ 
able for far ming oper ations and 
also for the gr owth of ear ly vege­ 
tation thr oughout the state. 
The 
soil has dr ied out r apidly and in 
the centr al and souther n sections 
far mer s have been ver y busy sow­ 
ing oats, clover and gr ass seed, 
pr epar ing for and planting cor n, 
making gar dens and planting ear ly 
potatoes. 
In many of the nor ther n coun­ 
ties, however , the soil is still too 
heavy and cold to wor k, and little 
has been done, except in the most 
favor ed localities. 
In many of the 
souther n counties oats sowing is 
pr actically completed. Ear ly sown 
oats ar e gener ally coming up nice­ 
ly. 
Cor n planting is in pr ogr ess 
in the centr al and souther n sec­ 
tions. 
Flax is being sown in the south­ 
wester n counties and some melons 
have been planted in the southeast. 
Wheat has impr oved with the ad­ 
vent of war mer weather , but many . 
cor r espondents r epor t 
that 
fr om 
one-four th 
to one-half has 
been 
killed, while some state that little 
or none will be wor th saving. Pas­ 
tur es 
and meadows 
ar e 
star ting 
nicely. 
Ear ly fr uits ar e coming in bloom 
in the souther n counties and the 
pr esent outlook for a lar ge apple 
cr op is excellent.
